1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An exemplary example of the prior art of record is Stefic, US 5,629,980. Stefic is 
directed to controlling the distribution and use of digital works [TITLE] by applying a 
rules data structure as depicted in FIG 1 1 . This structure can be used to apply both a 
strict rule and a lenient one to a data object [COL 12 lines 8-38]. However, as to claim 
97, there is no suggestion that the blocks of the hierarchy in Stefic are written in 
different formats. As to claims 126 and 138, there is no suggestion that data blocks of 
Stefic are adapted for use in distinct rights management environments. As to claim 129, 
there is no suggestion that rules are applied with distinct mechanisms.
